have endeavoured todiftract the Peace of theſe 
Counties ; And the Committee of the ſaid ſe- 
verall Counties out of their great- zeale an1 
good affeftion to their Country, have by

Be ittherefore Ordained ,and it is Ordained 
by the ſaid Lords and Commons, That for 
the fatisfi&tion and preſent payment of all 
ſuchſummes of Money disburſed as above. 
laid, for the publique Service and neccflary 
defence and:preſervation of the ſaid Counties, 
There ſhall be Taxed, Levycd, and paid, at 
or before the twentieth of December, in the 
yeare of our*Lord God 1645, the ſcyerall - 
ſummesof Money, upon the ſeverall Coun- 
ties hereafter mentioned, reſpectively, viz; 

Vpon the County ot :Norfolke, the ſumme 
of ſeveh thouſand ard ſeventy pounds. 

Vpon the City of Norwich, the ſumme-of 
three hundred ſixty and fix pounds. | 

\ Vpontthe County of Eſſex, the ſumme 0 
fix thouſand ſeven hundred and fifty pounds. 

Vpon the. County of Lincolne, the ſumame of 
two thouſand and ſeventy pounds. 
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Vpon the County of Hartford, che ſumme 
of rwo thouſand foure hundred thitry' twa 
pounds and ten ſhillings. 

Vpon the County'of Suffalke, thelumme'of 
ſeven:rhouſand and ſeventy pounds. 

Vpon thelfle of Ely, the ſumme or feven 
hundred and twenty eight. pounds, thirteene 
ſhillings and foure pence. + 

Vpon the Countie of Cambridge, the ſumme 

of two thouſand one hundred and ſeventie 
one pounds ſix ſhillings and eight pence. 

Vpon the Countie of Huntington,the fymme 
of one thouſand and twenty pounds. ' 

And that the ſaid'feverall ſummes .of Mo- 
ney bee duly. raxed, levyed and paid.. Be 
ic further Ordained , Thar ſcverall perſons 
named to bee' Committees , in the Ordi- 
nance of Lords.:and Commons for :raifing 
and maintaining of the Army under the com- 
mand of Sir Thomas Fairfax tor the ſaid Coun- 
ties; Cities, and places as abovelaid, fail, and 
may be Committees for rhe putting this 'Or-

And thac all perſons, Bodies Politique and 
Corporate, all Mannors, Lands, Tenements, 
Rents, and Hereditaments, Goods, and Chat- 
tells whatlocver,charged or chargeable by ver- 
rue of theſaid Ordinance for the payment of 
the Army under the Command of Sir Thonias 
Fairfax, ſhall be allo charged and chargeable 
with the payment of the ſaid ſeveral ſummes 
mentioned in this preſent Ordinance. And 
that it ſhall be lawtull for the ſaid Commitr- 
tees, or any five or more of them to nominate 
Aſeſlors, Colleors, and Treaſurers, for the 
Aſkfling, ColleRing, and receiving of the ſaid 
ſevcrall tummes of money: And that the ſaid 
Committees, Aﬀſeflors, ColleQtors, and Treas» 
ſurers, ſhalland may doe all things, and exe- 
cute all ſuch power for the Aſlc{hing, Colle- 
Qing, and receiving of the (aid (everall ſims 
of mony within theſaid Countics reſpective- 
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ly as the ſaid Commirtees, Aſſeſiors;. Colle. 
ors, and Treaſurers have power to doe, by 
vertue of the ſaid Ordinance for the payment 
of the army under the: Command of Sir 'Tho. 
mas Fairfax, And that the-Comimittees of the 
ſeyerall Counties. reſpeRively,, (ſhall allow 
ſuch Fees, and ſummes of money for Colle- 
Rors, Treaſurers, and others by them imploy- 
ed or to be imployed in aſſeſſing , ColleRing, 
Leavying, Receiving, and Paying the ſaid > 
verall ſummes asare named. and allowed of 
inthe ſaid Ordinance and not otherwiſe. 

Andit is further Ordained by the ſaid Lords 
and Commons, Thatthe Treaſurer or Trea- 
ſurers appointed to receive the ſaid Monics by 
vertue of this Ordinance within the ſaid 
Counties reſpeRively, ſhall not iſſue forth, or 
pay any ſumme or ſuinmes of money to any 
perſon or perſons whatſoever, but to the u- 
ſes in this Ordinance mentioned, And alſo 
by warrant in writing under the hands often, 
or more of the Committees of the ſeverall 
Counties reſpeRively, And that the ſaid _ 
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| ſutrers andcolle&ors, ſhall from time to time 
h give accompt of their receipts and disburſe. 
i ments tothe Committee of Lords and Com- 
;  mons forthe Eatterne afleciation, as by both 
Houſes of Patliament they ſhall from time to 
time be appointed. | 
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
